Instances says a no 
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Ever since the transgression 
of God’s law in the garden of 
Kden by our father Adam and 
our mother Eve has the hu- 
man body been more or less 
subject to disease. ~Sickness 
is a dreaded foe by which all 
people are more or less attack- 
ed. While this foe is many 
times beaten back by the pow- 
er of nature and through faith 
by the power of God yet he 
continues to-rally his forces 
and again and again advances 
on the battlefield and claims 
his victim until he is usually 
successful in the end. 

There are diseases and dis- 
eases. ‘There are names and 
names given to these different 
diseases. These names are so 
common that when one gets 


ak about ree first ee you 
hear is, ‘‘What isthe matter?” 
If the sicknesses continues a 
few days people will begin to 
enquire for the name of the 
disease. This is so common 
thac nothing will satisfy the 
anxious enquirers but a straight 
and positive answer. Physi- 
clans have to prepare them- 
selves to give the ailment a 
name, even if they do only 
guess at if; they must give it 
aname, and if they hesitate 
about it, which they hardly 
ever do, they wil! be torment- 
ed till.they name it, even 
though sometimes they are so 
baffled that they desiring to 
be truthful, only answer, 
‘Well the patient is suffering 
with a complication of dis- 


eases and I’m not sure yet 
just what it is going to deve- 
lope into.’’ When the disease 
is named it usually satisfies 
the anxious enquirers. 

While sin is the cause of al! 
sickness yet it does not follow 
that the person that is sick is 
always guilty of committing 
sin as a direct cause of that 
special sickness. Job was a 
perfect and an upright man 
and nowhere did God accuse 
him of being guilty of sin, but 
each time referred to him as a 
perfect and an upright man 
and one that feared God and 
eschewed evil. 

This does not say that no 
one has transgressed as a di- 
rect cause of sickness. James 
in referring to this subject 
uses the word ‘“‘if’ which 
shows that the sick one may 
or raay not be guilty. If he 
is guilty he shall be forgiven 
and healed too, if not guilty 
the Lord shall raise him up 
any way. 

Perfect health is a prize. 
that but few people in these 
days enjoy, owing to the de- 
generate condition of the hu- 
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man race. Liquor, tobacco, 
lust, covetousness, drugs and 
so-called medicines. luxurious 
and extravagant living are di- 
rect and indirect causes of 
sickness that very frequent be- 
comes hereditary until the in- 
coming generation is nore or 
less diseased when born. ! 
was told recently of the death 
of an infant ehild. and. the 
‘|; 
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follows the use ot tol ACCO, 
The little innocent had never 
used the sinful stuff but both 
parents had usea it and thus 
the little babe had to die for 
the sin of the parents. 

It would have been consid- 
ered a great crime for those 
parents to have murdered that 
little child by piercing its little 
heart with a knife, but they 
Were as truly murderers for 
they had handled the fatal 
knife (tobacco ) before it) was 
conceived and born that took 
its life. Won't the judgement 
reveal some awful things? 

Thesame is no doubt just 
as true with liquor, drugs ete. 
ax With the use of tobacco. 
Dr. James Mason Good. a no- 
ted author, says, “The science 
of medicine isa barbarous jar: 
yon, and the effects of our 
medicines in the highest de- 
gree Is unsatisfactory, excepl 
that they have destroyed 
more lives than war, famine 
and pestilence combined.” 
What an awful confession! 
What a bold and frank ac- 
knowledgement ! 

In direct harmony with the 
above statement is another 
given by Sir James Johnson, 
M. D., London, who tells us, 
‘1 declare) as my conscien- 
tious conviction, founded up- 
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on long observation and ex- 
periment, that if there were 
not asingle physician,surgeon, 
ehemist, druggist or drug on 
the face of the earth, there 
would be less sickness and 
mortality than now prevails,’ 

[have frequently declared 
asmy conviction that, to say 
nothing about the Lord or His 
power to heal, people would 
be better off without drugs and 
so-called medicines than with 
them. As | continue to study 
the nature of disease and the 
effects and evils of drugs I be- 
Coie more emphatic in my 
statement. | have frequently 
remarked while delivering a 
discourse on God's power and 
plan to heal diseases, that I 
wanted to make my hearers 
feel that they would be com- 
mitting a sin to voluntarily 
take drugs or so-called medi- 
cines. Aly statement is veri- 
fied by Prof. Magendie, M.D. 
of France who is quoted as 
saying, “So gross is our igno- 
rance of physiological charac- 
ter of disease,that it would be 
better to do nothing.” 

When only a youth my 
father told me of a solemn 
confession of an old ang long 
experienced physician and 
surgeon. It came about in 
the following manner:— He 
was called on to go out a few 
miles one stormy night and 
was not feeling well himself 
and did not want to unduly 
expose himself. When the 
messenger urged him to go he 
pecame very solemn and look- 
ed very positive and remark- 
ed, ‘‘Well, nine cases out of 
ten will get along better with- 
out a physician and his medi- 
cines than with them and I 
am not going.’”’ ‘This is in 


é 


accord with Dr. Cogswell of 
Boston, who tells us, “It is 
my tirm belief that the pre- 
vailinge mode of practice is 
productive of vastly more evil 
than xood, and were it abol- 
ished mankind would be in- 
finitely the gainer.” 

It has been my conviction 
for years that the ‘‘practice of 
medicine’ and dealing in 
drugs and patent medicines 
was a humbug and fraud and 
largely ascheme invented by 
tricksters to make money. 

St. Mark tells us of *‘A cer- 
tain woman, which had an 
issue of blood twelve Vears, 
and had suffered many things 
of many physicians, and had 
spent all that she had, and 
was nothing bettered, but 
rather grew worse.’’ How 
often do we hear a similar 
story in these days? — Prof. 
Gregory, Edinburgh, — says, 
“Ninety-nine out of every 
hundred medical facts are 
medical lies, and medical doe- 
trines, for the most part, stark, 
staring nonsense.” 

In the face of all such state- 
ments and common_= sense, 
people continue to blindly pay 
out their money for such 
‘nonsense’ and are usually 
the worse off for it. I visited 
alady a few years ago and 
was told she had undergone, 
} think it was, seven surgical 
operations and was nothing 
bettered. Her husband told 
me the surgeons had taken 
one organ from her entirely 
and she was a constant suffer- 
er. he truth of the matter 
was that every operation and 
every dose of medicine was a 
blindexperiment which netted 
the physicians thousands of 
dollars. Boswick’s History 
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of Medicine tells us, “‘Every 
dose of medicine is a blind 
experiment on the vitality of 
the patient.’’ As for myself 
I am radically opposed to any 
such blind experiments in 
operations or doses of — so- 
called medicine. 

It isan acknowledged facet 
that many patients have died 
on the operating tables or soon 
ufter the operation under the 
merciless power and effect of 
thesurgeon’s knife. It is my 
purpose to raise my voice 
against such — heathenish 
butchery. 

(Giod, in His infinite love 
for humanity, has arranged, a 
plan for the healing of our 
bodies and the prescription 
and remedy is both cheap and 
mild. While the cost to 
Jesus was the cruel stripes 
lashed mercilessly on His ten- 
der back, yet tous the benefits 
are free for the asking. When 
this plan for healing was made 
for us at such a cost and then 
people sternly refuse to accept 
it, it is no wonder their souls 
are getting lean and their 
purses empty. No wonder 
the professed christians of the 
world today have drifted into 
a form of godliness and deny 
the power. To me it seems 
like blasphemy and mockery 
for people to claim salvation 
through Jesus Christ and be 
so foolish as to resort to med- 
icine, drugs, and surgical op- 
erations when sickness and 
disease overtakes them. 

Such people may possibly 
be saved through death and 
the resurrection, or as Paul 
expresses it “‘as by fire’ or 
in other words ‘‘just barely 
get in’’ but certainly such peo- 
ple will not be in a condition 


to be caught up in the air to 
meet Jesus at His coming and 
have part in the 
supper of the Lamb.

Some seem to think that as Con- 
stantine embodied it in the law, 
that it originated in Roman Cathol- 
icism, but | think it has been pro- 
ven that it was prefigured in the 
Church in the Wilderness, and em- 
bodied in the law of the Church of 
God at beginning of this gospel 
dispensation. Here are some jot- 
tings of history. 

John, in the spirit, on the Isle of 
Patmos on the Lord’s day. <All 
writers refer to it as Sunday in the 
century following the Apostolic 
times. Brit. 22:695. 

Qn the Lord’s day they came to- 
vether to break bread. Apostolic 
Constitution [4. 

[gnatus speaks of those who are 
no jonger sabbatizing but living in 
observance of the Lord’s day on 
which our life sprang up. Pliny’s 
letter to Tragan gays, ‘that Christ- 
jans meet on Sunday for instruct- 
ions, prayer, offerings, sacrament; 
because it is the first day in which 
Giod made the world, and the day 
in which Jesus arose from the dead.”’ 
Brit. V. 22:655. 

As long as the Jews had promi- 
nence in the church there was a 
tendency to keep two days, Brit. 
y, 22 Some time before the reform- 
ation, Sunday ceased to be recog- 
nised as a statutury obligation; only 
used for national sports; with the 
reformation it became necessary to 
enforce the observance of first day. 


Brit. v. 22:655. 

Some may say, “‘You didn’t 
touch the prophecy concerning the 
subject.’?’
